FBIGHTPUl COLLISION. 

Uany People Perish in a Vftwk on the Oraiul 
Trunk Bailwar. 

ISpoelal toTiiK C'olo.N'Imt.I 
St. TnoMA.s, Out., July in. —A terrible 
accident occurred at the crossing of tho 
(rrank Trunk and Michigan Central rail- 
wiya, in this city, about 7 o'clock this 
evening. An excursion train on the Crand 
Trunk, from Fort Stjinley, ran into a pa3.s- 
ing fieight train on the Michigan Central, 
made up of a number of cars laden with 
oil. The engine crn.sliud into one of these 
cars when thu oil instantly took lire and 
burned with great fierceness, cuininuui 
eating to tho cars on botii trains and ex- 
tending to (irithn's warehouse, coal and 
lime alieds adjoining tlie track on the 
weal, and John CainpbeU'a dwelling on 
tho east, all of which wore burned to the 
ground with their contents. Engineer 
DonnoUy, of tho excursion train, was 
burned in the wreck. Mi.s lireman jump- 
ed and escaped with .sliglit injuries. Tho 
forward car of the excursion train 
was tilled >vith pa.saengera, who 
iiado frantic eli'orta to escape, 
ml iiotwitliMtandiiig that, hundreds 
of In-avo ai.d willing haiida wore immcd- 
iately,at work to assist in their rescue, it 
is feared a number of lives have been 
lost and that they will bo burned beyond 
recognition liefore their bodies can he got 
lUt of the wreck. .-\ t 8 o'clock when acorea 
if puoiih; were crowding urouncl the burn- 
ing pile one of the oil t^nks on thu cars 
sudtleiily exploded, throwing hundreds to 
the ground with gi eal force and scattering 
lift! in all directions, and severely, perhaps 
fatally, injuring iimny. At 8:30 o'clock 
nine bodies were taken out. Tlu^y wei'e 
burned to a crisp. 

It ia almost impossible to ascertain with 
any certainty tho names of those lost in 
tho wreck until tho arrival of tho train 
from Port Stanley '^I'lieie are many cou- 
llictiiij^ riniiois, liiit it .seems .■diiioat cer- 
l.iin that Kiigineer 11.

The Seattle 7'///o;.i s;vys : lb- .-icenied ,i 
iplii't, pleasiint. gelil leman, ;ind was well 
likud by those who had made his acquaint 
ance. On Tuesday night he came down 
stairs about 1 o'clock and conii)lainod of 
being nervous and unabh^ to sleep. He 
shortly after retired, and lluni took seviu'- 
id morphine pills, and prohahly got, ,an 
iverdose, from which he died as above 
staleil.

The 
otening before be had said to a friend that 
ho thought of going over to Hlakolv and 
Uiking jiassageonn vessel for (.!allao, South 
Ainorica, His friends in Canada, wore 
nutillud of his death by telegraph, and tho 
body will be taken ii> charge by Ihe under- 
taker whilo moXtixiff inatruofciuns.
